Six More Men May Be Accused. 

The four indictments, voted at the close 
of the day’s session and after the evidence 
of twelve witnesses had been heard, were 
‘determined on after a half hour’s discussion. 
It was asserted last night that before the 
special investigating body adjourns at the 
close of next week at least six more mén 
may be caught. 

New evidence came to the surface during 
the ‘day. -- Information .reached the’ state's 
‘attorney's office which involves the secre- 
tary of a prominent organization, which is 
widely known throughout the state. His 
name was mentioned in connection with the 
Masonic temple's taxes of former years, and 
it was charged that he had accepted $1,500 
as a ‘“‘fee’’ to secure a reduction in the 
assessment levied on the big building. His 
method, however, it was claimed, was to seek 
reduction by making pleas as a “ good fel- 
low ’’ with members of the various taxing 
boards. 


Healy Asks for a Hearing. 


The voting of the indictment against 
Healy came after he had consulted at length 
with State’s Attorney Deneen and had 
sought to get a hearing before the grand 
jury. He called at the criminal court build- 
ing during the morning and loitered about 
for some time. | 

“Healy wants to testify,’”” admitted the 
state’s attorney, “but I will not permit 
him to until I know what he is going to 

It was this point which brought trouble 
for this man. The investigators said he 
was not disposed to make a clean breast 
of all he knew but intended to tell as little 
as possible in order to escape possible in- 
dietment and then to shield Wheeler and 
his operations in every way he could. At 
one time the members of the grand jury 
evinced.a desire to hear Healy’s story. 

“Tf you hear him,” the state’s attorney 
reminded them, “‘ you cannot enter any in- 
dictment against him.”’ 

This explanation resulted in‘a vote not 
to receive him, and Healy left the building 
shortly before noon. 


Evidence About Repudiated Notes. 

Some headway was made during the day 
in the investigation of the promissory notes 
handled by Wheeler and recently declared to 
Be forgeries by the business firms whose 
names they bore. In this chapter of Wheel-

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TRAGHDIBS LAKE 


AND RESCUER IS DROWNED. 


Christopher Columbus and the City of 
Chicago Each Lose a Passenger on 
the Homeward Run, the Former 
Sacrificing a Sailor and Almost 


Sending Its Chief OMcer and Four | 


Others to Death—Néames of the Sui- 
cides Not Known. 


One sailor went to his death and five others 
were almost drowned last night in a futile 
effort torescue an unknown man who Jumped 
from “the “steamer Christopher Columbus 
while that vessel, with a crowd of excur- 
sionists aboard, was making its evening run 
from Milwaukee to Chicago. 


The seaman who gave his life was John | 


White, 22 years old, who served through the 
Spanish-American wart on the battleship 
lowa and was honorably discharged from 


thé na¥y only a monthago. Chief Officer 
H.J. fertain; another of the rescuing pparty, 


was swept a mile from the vessel and was 
picked up in an unconscious condition. 
Shortly after the scene of wild excitement 
among the 500 passengers on the decks of 
the Columbus a man passenger on the City - 
of Chicago, Inward bound from St. Joseph, 


also jumped into the lake and was drowned. 


Like the Christopher Columbus suicide, his 


identity is not known. 


Shouts “Good-By,” Tnen Sinks. 

The Columbus had rounded South Point, at 
Milwaukee, and straightened out for the 
long run home, when from the forward tur- 
ret came a young man. He leaped on a 
chair, passed to the top of the rail, and dove 
into the lake.. As he rose he shouted: 

Good-by, forever.” 

Then he seemed to strike out as if to save 
himself, and the steamer passed on. 

News of the euicide’s leap was sent by 
telephone to Capt. Robert Smith, on the 
steamer’s bridge, and the vessel was re- 
versed. At the same time. Capt. Smith or- 
dered Chief Officer Fortain to take charge 
of the lee quarter boat, which was being 
lowered. 

Chief Quartermaster A. D. McCoy, was the 
first man to enter the lifeboat as it deseended 
toward the water. He was followed by For- 
tain, George Day, a wheelsman, John White, 
Thomas Kinsella, and A. Harveson, seamen. 
By the time the boat reached the water the 
steamer was backing rapidly, and this mo- 
tion, together with the action of the waves 
beside the hull, was responsible for the 
swamping. The lifeboat did not lve ten sec- 
onds after striking the water. 


Men Struggle in the Water. # 
From the bridge of the steamer Capt. 
Smith was unable to see the plight of the life- 
‘boat, the bulge in the vessel's side hiding it 
from sight. The steamer therefore contin- 
ued backing rapidly and the lifeboat dipped 
water and bumped against the steamer’s 
side constantly. Five men tn the boat held 
their places as long as possible, Wheelsman 
Day having jumped at the first sign of dan- 
ger. 
 Fortain, who was the first man to be swept 
from the boat, managed to catch a life-pre- 
server. Day swam to where an oar from the 
boat was 


rescued. 

McCoy, Habberson, Kinsella, and White 
fought each other_,madly for a hdd on the 
tangled rigging. ~ 

Finally the’ boat turned clear over and 
White, who was struck upon the head, sank. 
The other three were taken aboard with lines 
thrown from the shell deck. 


Drawn Down by a Rope. 
The rescue of Kinsella was accomplished 
with difficulty. His left hand had become 
entangled in the ropes and he was drawr 


down, powerless to help himself. James | 


Duffy, a fireman, saw Kinsella’s danger, and 
descended the rope to where his fellow sgea- 
man was struggling.: “Together they were 
drawn aboard, but not until Kinsella’s hand 
had been badly cut by the ropes. 

Meanwhile lifeboat 18, manned by Second 
Mate Angus Matheson and two sailors, was 
launched. It was headed toward Mate For- 
tain, who could be seen in the water a mile 
away. Fortain had life enough ieft to grasp 
the edge of the boat as it reached him, but 
Was unconscious when taken aboard. 

Wheelsman Day, who was a quarter of a 
mile from Fortain, was in a less serious 
plight. He was taken aboard practically un- 
injured. 


Drowns from City of Chicago. 

The unknown man who jumped from the 
City of Chicago in midlake left only a rusty 
jackknife behind him. The man had gray 
hair and was apparently 50 years old. He 
approached James J. Gore of 5327 Michigan 
avenue, who was sitting near the guards on 
the upper deck, and tapped him gently on the 
shoulder. 

“You look like a good fellow,” he said; 
“‘take this as a loving remembrance.” 

The stranger handed Gore the jack knife. 

‘‘Good-by,”” he said, and then before 
Gore could int@reept him he sprang over the 
tide rail into the lake. 3 

The alarm “man overboard” spread 
quickly over the boat, and the passengers 
crowded to the guards with the hope of !o- 
cating the man in the water. The captain 
was notified and the searchlight was directed 
toward the point where the suicide struck 
the "water. At the same time the engines 
were reversed. 

After a careful search hope of rescuing the 
man was abandoned and the boat continued 


LAND SLIDE IN RUSSIA 
: TAKES LIVES OF 700. 


Seismic Disturbance in the Transcau- 
casias Sweeps Away Twenty Villag 
and Their Inhabitants. 3 


VIENNA, Sept. 3—News has been re- 
ceived here from Tiflis, Transcaucasia, Rus- 
Sia, of a landslide which occurred Aug. 17 in 
the vicinity of Mount Kasbek, and which re- 
sulted in the destruction of some twenty 
villages and the loss of 700 lives. Seismic 
disturbances seem to have started a glacier, 
which swept down a vailey and destroyed 
everything in its path. . 

On the northern slope 6f Mount Kasbek 
lies the watering place of Tmenkau. Early 
in the morning of Aug. 17 subterranean dis- 
turbances were noted at Tmenkau, but the 
hundreds of bathers in the hot springs there 
scouted the idea of a catastrophe, and in 
spite of warnings continued their bathing. 

At 7 o'clock of that evening the entire 
valley where the hot springs are situated 
was filled with a deafening noise resem- 
pling thunder and loud thunder rumblings 
were heard. The valiey stream swelled to 
the dimensions of a mighty torrent, and, 
sweeping along, it carried with it huge 
blocks of rock and ice. Then the bathers 
tried to escape, but it was too late. The 
entire northern slope of Mount Kasbek, with 
the glacier above, began to move rapidly. 
Village after village was sweppt away, and 
everything im the path of the landsiide was 
destroyed. Within a few minutes the val- 
ley, which is nearly twelve miles long, had 
been devastated by a of rock, ice, and 
earth. The valley was completely filled up.

His det¢éPmination to retire is based 
on the conviction that the whole system of 
the management of che charitabie institu- 
tions of the state is wrong, and it is useless 
for him to remain in a position where he is 
absolutely unable to do any good. 


To Meet at Great Northern Hotel. 


The board is called to meet at the Great 
Northern hotel at 9 a.m. It has been sum- 
moned to go over the testimony offered 
at Kankakee during the so-called investi- 
gation of the management of the asylum 
and make a “ final report’’ to the governor 
as to its findings. Just before that inves- 
tigation was completed the board made a 
“preliminary report’’ in which it stated 
that the charges of cruelty to patients had 
not been proven, and this was signed by 
all the members of the board, including 
Judge Gibbons. 

Whether the “final report,” to be drawn 
up today will be as unanimous depends 
largely on whether an attempt is made 
to go beyond that “preliminary report” 
and make a general whitewashing of the 
Kankakee asylum. Judge Gibboris was will- 


no crvelty to patients had been shown at 
the investigation, no testimony to that ef- 
feet having been Offered. - 


Judge Talks .of the Situation. 

Whether tbe would sign a more comprehen- 
sive report declaring that the conduct of 
the asylum is in every way commendable, 
that it is conducted on charitable, and not 
political lines,“ and that in the particular 
cases of the two women patients who were 
the mothers of children the management 
was not to blame, he would not say last 
evening. 

“It would seem to me,” he remarked, 
“that it would be better for the state board, 
as a matter of political wisdom, to content 
itself with the preliminary report, and not 
go into the subject further.” 

In speaking of the reasons determining 
him to resign, the judge said: 

“It seems to me the entire system is 
wrong, and I cannot see how I can be of any 
service to the public by remaining on the 
board. It would be better for me and the 
people to content myself with attending to 


some one else to take my placé. 

“In the first place, it is necessary for a 
member of the state board of charities to 
have the time and the inclination to pay 
frequent visits to the various institutions 
of the state and keep himself posted as to 
the conditions in all of them in order to be 
of any real value to the state in the position. 
That I cannot do. 


Whole System Wrong. 


*“ Second—lIt is plain to my mind that the 
whole system of the state board is wrong. 
What we ought to have in Illinois is a state 
board of management of the various chari- 
table institutions, doing away with the trus- 
tees for each.separate one. The members 
of this board ought to be experts, liberally 
paid for their work, who could have intimate 
knowledge of the conditions in every asylum 
or home. 

‘It would be their duty to visit the vari- 
ous institutions constantly, to keep in touch 
with all advanced thought in the matter of 
conducting such institutions, and gee to it 
that the best methods were employed, 

‘*How the members of this state *board 
of management should be Selected I am not 
yet clear. The natural way would be to 
have them named by the governor, but that 
might prove a mistake. This manner of 
selecting officials—even the choosing of jus- 
tices of the peace by the circuit jJudges—has 
not alWays proven a success. 

‘IT am not so clear that the best way of 
selecting any kind of a public officer is not 
by popular vote, and I believe it would be 
wiser to elect the members of a board of 
management than to make it an appointive 
body. As for the separate boards of trustees 
for each institution, they ought to be abol- 


} 


ished.”’ 


Preliminary Report in Haste. 


The preliminary report whieh was sent out 
by the state board of charities from Kan- 
kakee was drawn up before the investigation 
was really completed. It was stated at the 
time it was drawn up that the haste was for 
the purpose of having it go out at the same 
time as the newspaper accounts of the in- 
vestigation, the majority members of the 
board taking the position that the news- 
paper stories were prejudiced, and it was 
necessary ‘* to reassure the public.”’ 

All that was contained in that report was 
a statement that no charges of cruelty to 
patients had been proven. As a matter of 
fact, no charges of that kind were made 
during. the investigation and no testimony 
to that effect submitted. It was shown that 
Len Smail, the resident trustee, dominated 
Supt. Corbus in the management of the in- 
stitution; that the two women patients who 
had become mothers were not. protected; 
that political assessments were collected. 


Judge Against a Whitewash. 

This preliminary report Judge Gibbons 
signed. He stated at the time he did it be- 
cause no charges of cruelty to patients had 
been made or attempted to be proven, and 
while perhaps begging the question, it could 
not be controverted. It was the gossip at 
Kankakee at the time that the other mem- 
bers of the board had attempted to make 
this preliminary report much more of a 
whitewashing affair, but the judge would

BROOKLYN HIPS A ROCK 


ARMORED CRUISER INJURED DUR- 
ING THE WAR GAME. 


Rear Admiral Coghian’s Flagship En- 
counters an Uncharted Obstruction 
Near Dumpling Lighthouse, in Bua- 
zard’s Bay—Twe Piates and Fram 
Bent In and the Seams Between Two 
Compartments Opened—Will Go to 
Drydock at New York tor Repairs. 


New London, Conn., Sept. 3.—[{Special.]— 
‘The armored cruiser Brooklyn struck an un- 
charted rock near Dumpjing lighthouse 
and may be badly damaggd. The cruiser 
probably will be taken to the drydock at 
NeW York for careful survey. 


Story of the Disaster. 

The disaster to the Brooklyn ts described 
as follows by a correspondent on board the 
Brooklyn: 

“ After attacKing Fort Rodman at New 
Bedford this morning the Brooklyn struck a 
rock in six fathoms of water. Two of the 
plates and frames were bent in and the seams 
between two compartments were opened 
slightly, but the cruiser made little water. 
One small pump was sufficient to control it. 


At No Time in Danger. 

“At no time was there any danger, and 
the damage was not considered :¢erious at 
all. The Brooklyn, however, probably will 
go to New York to be thoroughly examined 
in drydock. 

* The discipline on board the cruiser when 
it struck was magnificent. All compartment 
doors and hatches were closed immediately 
and everybody was cool. 

“The officers in the wardroom mes# were 
just going to lunch when suddenly the ship 
seemed to jump, then listed to starboard, and 
settled. At the time of the accident four 
of the officers were on the bridge with the 
admiral himself. They had taken bearings, 
knowing that the cruiser was in rocky waters, 
and were comgratulating each other that 
they had passed, according to the chart, all 


came. The other ships were signaled to keep 
away from the dangerous spot, and steps 
were taken to mark the spot where the hidden 
rock is 


‘When the Cruiser Struck. 


When the Brooklyn struck the hull heeled 
over sharply to starboard for what seemed 
to those who were looking at it to be as 
much as ten degrees, but continued to move 
forward slowly, and finally slipped off the 
obstruction. Admiral Coghlan immediately 
signaled to the other vessels to stop, and 
summoned Capt. Lyon of the Olympfh and 
Capt. Berry of the Puritan to the flagship. 
There he heid a conference with those offi- 
eers and Capt. Todd of the Brooklyn in 
regard to the possible character of the ob- 
struction. The opinion was expressed gen- 
erally that the armorclad had run afoul 
of a sunken wreck, which had not been 
properly marked or ignored altogether on 
the chart. Whether the Brooklyn is dam- 
aged to any serious extent or not cannot 
be determined until divers have had an 
opportunity to make an examindtion. . *

WOMEN ON A SPECIAL TRAIN 
_IN WILD RACE AGAINST DEATH. 


Wife and Daughter of Stricken Man 
Travel Hundreds of Miles at Top 
Speed to Reach Him Before He Dies. 


East Eas Vegas, N. M., Sept. 3.—[Special.} 
— Human ingenuity is pitted against the hand 
of death in a race which Mrs. A. C. Drake 
and daughter are making today to reach the 
bedside of the husband and father, stricken 
with a mortal illness in Denver. The best 
locomotives of the Santa Fé railroad, the 
best engineers and trainmen, and all theem- 
ployés of the line are enlisted on the side of 
the sorrowing wife and daughter. 

Mrs. Drake, who is the wife of a wealthy 
real estate and mining man, was in Califor- 
nia when she heard that her husband was 
stricken. She and her daughter at once 
started home. At Winslow, Afiz., she re- 
ceived word her husband had but a few 
hours to live, and she immediately ordered a 
special train, paying $1,000 for it. 

The track was cleared, and, under the 
guidance of an experienced engineer, the 
big passenger locomotive, with its light load 
of two coaches, started on its eastern jour- 
ney. Up the steep grades it toiled, only to 
shoot down the other side like a rocket. 
Round the curves it swept, where a frac- 
tion of a mile faster would have hurled it to 
destruction on rocks far below. On the level! 
stretches the throttle was pulled wide, and 
the train sped along the rails at a record 
breaking pace, while the two women passen- 
gers continually begged that it go faster. 

The special arrived here five hours ahead 
of the regular it had left behind. . Engines 
were quickly changed, and, with but a mo- 
ment’s delay, it started again. It is hoped 
that twelve hours will be saved on the run 
to Denver. ' 


FREAK OF WAVES AT EVANSTON. 


Water in Lake Recedes Seventy Feet at 
Onewlime, Leaving Life Saving 
Sloop High and Dry. 


Evanston was the scene of another wave 
phenomenon yesterday, according to mem- 
bers of the life saving crew. The water re- 
cefied farther than it has been known to be- 
fore, at one time exposing the lake bottom 
seventy feet from shore, and making a max!i- 
mum fluctuation between high and low wa- 
ter of a fraction over thirty inches. 

The sloop belonging to the life saving sta- 
tion was left high and dry once after the 
water had gone out, and sand reefs far out 
in the lake were exposed for three or four 
minutes at a time. The average time taken 
for the water to reach Its lowest ebb and re- 
turn to its highest mark was eleven min- 
utes. 

The first disturbance was noted by P. Mur- 
ray, first mate of the life saving crew, who 
was on lookout shortly after 2 o'clock. He 
was attracted by the sudden swirling of the 
water among the piles at the end of the 
100 foot pier. The greatest recession of the

had been arranged. Gov. Crane, however,. 


said he thought it would be wise to reassure 
inevitable public alarm by having thé pres- 
ident continue his trip and appear in every 
city and town at the time he was expected. 
Gov. Crane, who has a place close to the 
president's heart, said that he would himself 
attend to the arrangements for Craig's fu- 
neral and see that the body received all pos- 
sible care. The body was removed to the 
home of A. B. Stevens, opposite which the 
accident had occurred. The president went 
into the house, as did Secretary Cortelyou 
and Gov. Crane. 


Crowds Gather Rapidly. 


The crowd grew constantly. Word reached 


homes along the road and even Pittsfield. 
Those who heard did not stop to tell the news 
for the most part, but hurried at once to the 
scene. There was, therefore, a great multi- 
tude outside the_house at @ little before 11, 
when the president appeared at the door. A 
cheer started. The president lifted his hand 
and stopped it instantly. 

The carriages which had not been injured 
were brought up to the house and the presi- 
dent, Gov. Crane, Secretary Cortelyou and 
Congressman Lawrence got into the carriage 
which had been used by the secret service 
men and started on towards Lenox. Two of 
the mounted infantrymen were sent ahead 
to tell the people waiting along the road that 
there had been a fatal accident and that the 
president asked that there should be no 
cheering or demonstration of any kind as 
the party went along. As many as could get 
into the remaining four carriages went 
along. 


Pratt’s Son Hurries Back. 


About two miles beyond the country club 
the party, met one of the coaches, a pale 
young driver on the box, keeping al! four 
horses on the gallop. It. was one of the 
coaches which had been sent ahead. The 
driver was a son of David Pratt. A manin 
a buggy had overtaken the coaches at the 
entrance driveway of the Aspinwall hotel 
and had told them of the accident. Young 
Pratt was at once sent back to his father, 
while the passengers on his coach made for 
the hotel in commandeered vehicles. 


All Demonstration Stopped. 


' President Roosevelt and the rest arrived at 
the Aspinwall hotel at a little after 1i 
o'clock. The band in the balcony over the 
hotel entrance began to play ‘“‘ America’”’ 
in slow time as the president approached. 
He lifted his hand at the first strain of music 
Tle sprang 
from the carriage when it stopped at the 
hotel steps and then apparently realized for 
the first time how much the excitement of 
the morning had worked on him. He walked 
back to the carriage, and, turning to the 
crowd, rested his hand on his wheel guard, 
and said: % 

** We have had a sad accident. One df our 
party, a faithful friend, has been killed, and 
our driver hurt, probably fatally. You will 
easily understand that under the circum- 
Stances I cannot speak to you, much as I 
appreciate your kindness in greeting me.”’ 

He got back into the carriage and was 
driven to the Curtis house, where he was to 
have made a speech. There he made the 
same brief announcement. 

Outside of Stockbridge a mounted party, 
in which were Civil Service Commissioner 
John Proctor, Mrs. Proctor, and two of the 
daughters ‘of Richard Watson Gilder met 
him. They had not heard of the accident 
before they stopped the president. He told 
them that he hoked worse than he felt, and, 
with them, rode to the gayly decorated 
stand that had been prepared for him in the 
middie of the village. There were a great 
number of school children there. The presi- 
dent talked to them a little, saying that he 
was glad to have them come to see him, 


‘though, on account of the awful accident 


which had happened to his party, he did 
not feel much like talking to them for any 
length of time. 

He then went to the station, and his train 
left at a little before 1 o’clock. - 


Motorman Is Blamed. 

As to the question of responsibility for the 
accident, there is much to be said now and 
hereafter. First of all comes the assertion 
of the man Madden to the presidenf that the 
trolley car “had the right of way.”’ over 
the presidential party. Then comes a cir- 
cumstantial story from the clerk of the 
Wendel hotel in Pittsfield that a party of 
New York people. whose’ names were wun- 
known to him, were in the lobby of the hotel 
at about 9:30 o'clock this morning and were 
greatly distressed because they could not get 


to the country club before the presfdent left. 


A man ran up to this party. according to 
the cierk’s statement, and called ‘to them 
if they would hurry they could get to the 
club In a trolley car.

RISE AND FALL METEORIC 


Even the Former Riders Unable 
to Say Why They Cast 
Aside Their Wheels. 


With the collapse of the American Bicycle 
company, which has asked for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver in New York; the finale 
can be written of the most remarkable fad 
the country has known. 

Commercial recognition of the wane of 
the cycling craze wes the last to come. 
Cyclists themselves cast aside their wheelg 
and wrote the epitaphs two years ago, but 
manufacturers and retailers clung to the 
hope that business uses would stimulate 
the demand after the sport had died. 

Various reasons for the puncturing of 
the bicycle trust are urged by bicycle deal- 
ers—all reasons except the essential one— 
that the main output of the companies 
whose stock it held was unmarketable. Au- 
tomobiles and even street sweepers 4afe 
blamed for the collapse. Dealers assert that 
the company lost money in branching out 
into the manufacture of these articles. 

There still is a market for the bicycle, 
the dealers say, yet figures show that sales 
have fallen off more than 80 jer cent in the 
last three years. 


Greatest of All Crazes. 
No sport ever became a mania of the pro- 


portions of cycling. Six years ago wheelmen 


had motors of sixty horse power. The car 


is not fitted with air brakes. On account of 
the presidential exercises, he says, the 
running schedule on all lines of the com- 
pany were disturbed.

As he passed over the railroad bridge about 
350 or 400 feet from the scene of the acci- 
dent, he says he shut off the power and put 
on the brakes, the car then being on a down 
grade. He says there were teams on both 
sides of the track, and he was exercising 
every care to avoid an accident. In his 
opinion the car was not running over eight 
miles an hour; he received no warning to 
stop, and did not see the mounted men or 
Gov. Crane waving their hands ta come to 
a standstill. 


Horses Turned Across Track. 

According to Madden's story, there was 
plenty of room for the president's carriage 
to have passed on the west side of the trolley 
track, and he would have plenty of time 
after he passed the president's carriage be- 
fore the turn was made to the east side of 
the read. He said that the leading horses 
were turned short across the track. Hecould 
not tell just how the car struck the carriage, 
but says he reversed the power and went for

Alarm Felt in Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 3—When the 
news of the accident to the president's party 
was received here there was a wild clamor 
for details. It was hard to reassure many 
of the officials, who feared that, even if not 
seriously injured, according to the first re- 
ports, the president or Mr. Cortelyou might 
have sustained internal injuries which would 
develop in a few hours. So Mr. Cortelyou’s 
message received late in the afternoon an- 
nouncing the safety of the party, except 
Craig, went far to relieve the apprehension 
of the situation. 

On the basis of the first report and assum- 
ing that the president was at least suffering 
from shock, it was expected that a consid- 
erable change would be necessary in the 
president's program for the remainder of 
this week. Especially was it regarded as 
necessary to .cancel the invitation already 
extehded to Grand Duke Boris to visit Oyster 
Bay tomorrow €&fternoon. 

Mr. Peirce, the third assistant secretary of 
state, who was to escort the grand duk*>* on 
his visit, was communicated with at New- 
port with this end in view, but as the later 
news was more reassuring as to the presi- 
dent’s condition it was decided to allow the 
program to stand. 


Son Hears of Father’s Injury. 

Huron, S. D., Sept. 3.—Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr., son of the president, whois hunting fifty 
miles west of here, received a telegram from 
Pittsfield, Mass., this afternoon telling him 
of the accident met with by his father’s 
party. Young Roosevelt spent the day in the 
country between Hetland and Artlington. 
During the morning he took a ride of twenty- 
five miles on a locomotive, accompanied by 
H. R. McCullough, vice president of. the 
Northwestern railroad. 


LONDON REJOICES IN ESCAPE. 


Press Comment on the Accident to 
President Roosevelt United in 
Lauding Him. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The escape of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has universally called out in 
the London dailies congratulatory and eulo- 
gistic editorials and unanimous expressions 
of England’s thankfulness that the presi- 
dent was spared to his country. The Daily 
Telegraph says: 

‘‘ President Roosevelt has taken in his time 
many risks, but he never cheated death by a 
narrower margin. A singularly dramatic 
moment, such as this occurrence, will con- 
firm among the mass of the American people 
the feeling that Roosevelt is in the best sense 
of a once suspected word, ‘ their man of des- 
tiny.’ 

This occasion is seized as an opportunity 
for the publication of general reviews of the 
president's personality and the critical politi- 
cal period facing the United States. The 
Daily Telegraph, the Standard, and _ the 
Daily Chronicle all rank President Roose- 
velt with Emperor William as the world’s 
two most interesting and picturesque fig- 
ures. The Daily Chronicle says: 

‘‘In range President Roosevelt is at least 
Emperor William's equal, and in solidity and 
depth he probably excels the German em- 
peror. His life is one that the world, no less 
than America, could ill afford to lose. Per- 
haps at no time except during the civil war 
has the United States been in greater need 
of a statesman with the character and ca- 
pacities which President Roosevelt pos- 
sesses than she Is today.”’ 

The news that President Roosevelt had 
been in an accident immediately ousted the 
other occurrences of the day from the con- 
tents bills of the newspapers. Universal 
satisfaction was expressed that he escaped. 


KAISER EXPRESSES REGRET. 


Through Posen Shortly After 
Accident Happened. 


POSEN, Prussian Poland, Sept. 3.—Extra 
editions of the newspapers giving account of 
the accident to President Roosevelt and his 
party spread the news throughout this city 
at 10 o'clock tonight. Emperor William ex- 
pressed great regret upon hearing of the 
accident, but said he was glad to know that 
President Roosevelt had been only slightly 
injured. 


SET DOGS ON ROOSEVELT JR. 


Populist Farmers Near Arlington, 8. D., 
Display Unfriendly Spirit To- 
ward Son of President. 


Arlington, D., Sept. 3.—[Special.]—When 
the populist farmers of this district heard 
that the president's son was here to hunt 
prairie chickens word was telephoned all 
along the line, and messengers were sent out 
advising people to watch for trespassers, 
post notices, and patrol the fields.

DBAD GUARD KNOWN HERE 


VICTIM OF LENOX WRECK FOR- 
MERLY LIVED IN CHICAGO. 


Secret Service Agent William Craig, 
Killed While in_President Roose- 
velt’s Coach, at One Time Athletic 
Director th Schools in This City— 
First Assignment in Government 
Work Under Capt. Porter — Mother 
Lives at 4334 Calumet Avenue. 


Secret Service Agent William Craig, who 
was killed at Lenox, Mass., in the accident 
in which President Roosevelt was injured. 
formerly was a Chicago man. His mother 
and sigsfer live at 4834 Calumet avenue. While 
living here he was well known in athletic 
circles. 

From 1893 to 1896 Craig was physical di- 
rector at the Armour institute, and then 
went to the Princeton-Yale school, where 
he held a similar position. At both schools 
he gave frequent exhibitions of his skill both 
as a swordsman and asa boxer. As a swords- 
man one of his feats was to place an apple 
on the head or on the throat of a boy, and 
with a swift blow split it without touching 
the boy. 

After leaving thé Princeton-Yale school he 
was engaged in business until 1900, when, 
Sept. 22, he was appointed to the secret serv- 
ice under Capt. Thomas I. Porter. From 
Chicago he was transferred to Birmingham, 
Ala., where he did good work in bringing 
to light the operations of a gang of counter- 
feiters. The government, recognizing his 
ability, sent him to the Pittsburg district, 
rand later transferred him to the department 
headquarters at Washington. 

“ Craig came to me after his appointment, 
and .for several months worked out of my 
office,” said Capt. Porter last night. While 
he was with me he proved himself td be a 
thoroughly trustworthy and willing man. 
Leese he was told to do he Gid satisfac- 

orily.”’ 


President’s Close Guard. 


Since last October Craig had been stationed 
at thé White house, and had accompanied 
President Roosevelt on all of his journeys 
out of Washington. During the president's 
vacation at Oyster Bay he had chargeof the 
secret service detectives stationed there. He 
faithfully carried out his instructions in this 
capacity, keeping near the president night 
and day. When the president was traveling 
Craig always was in his immediate vicinity 
in moving through different towns and cities, 
He generally obtained a place on the presi- 
dent's vehicle, sitting with the driver, as he 
‘did today when the accident occurred which 
ended his life. 

During the stay of the president at Oyster 
Bay this summer when the tide was high 
enough he would teach summer visitors how 
to swim. He was a favorite with the Roose- 
velt children, particularly with Archie, who 
hung about the big man when he was out 
guarding the house. 

Escapes a Stabbing. 

In the crush at thé encampment at Sea 
Girt of the New Jersey militia Craig got 
pushed away from the president. He tried 
to get back to him, when a guard, at the 
command of an officer, attempted to stab 
Craig, notwithstanding the fact that he 
had shown his shield. Craig managed to 
grab the bayonet and saved himself from an 
ugly wound. As it was, he was bruised in 
the chest. Hearing of the incident, one of 
the other men of the service said: 

“You couldn't kill ‘ Big Bill’ Craig with 
an ax.’’ 

Craig was 48 years old. He came to this 
country twenty-five years ago from Scotland, 
where he was born. He talked with a Scotch- 
Irish accent. He was a t in physique, 
weighing 208 pounds. He was unmarried. 
Besides his mother and sister in Chicago, 
two brothers and another sister live in Mas- 
sachusetts. 


Previous Career in England. 


is career was not confined to this coun- 
For twelve years he was in the British 
army, a member of the queen’s bodyguard. 
After his service there he enlisted to go to. 
the rescue of Gen. Gordon under Kitchener. 
The party was gone three years, crossing 
the African desert and suffering mich. 
When it reached Khartum it found Gordon 
murdered. 

For eight years Craig was in charge of the 
British army gymnasium, and during that 
time was recognized as the leading broad- 
swordsman of the army. He could cut a 
sheep through at one stroke of the sword. 
For participation in the Egyptian campaign 
for the rescue of Gordon a medal was given 
him. 


PLANS FOR ROOSEVELT’S VISIT. 


Committee Completes Arrangements for 
Oct. 2, When the President Will 
Be in Chicago. | 


Final arrangements for the entertainment 
of President Roosevelt during his coming 
visit to Chicago were completed yesterday by 
the committee in charge. The president will 
arrive here at 8:30 a. m. Oct. 2, and will re- 
fain until midnight. According to the plans 
his time will be fully occupied. 

In the morning President Roosevelt prob- 
ably will address the Northwestern univer- 
sity students. and in the afternoon will visit 
the University of Chicago. At '4 p. m. he 
will address the National League of Repub- 
lican Clubs in the Coliseum. From 5 to 6 
o'clock he will be the guest of the Press club, 
and later will visit the Northwestern law 
school.

Not even the American Derby has aroused 
more interest than was displayed in these 
road races.

GALE SWEEPS GREAT BRITAIN.

CASTRIES, Island of St. Lucia, B. W. L., 
Sept. 3.—The zone of destruction of Satur- 
day’s eruption of Mont Pelee, island of Mar- 
tinique, paralleled that which destroyed the 
town of St. Pierre in May last, but it spread 
five miles more eastward, The projection of 
destructive matter southward from Mont 
Pelee was almost identical with that of last 
May. The area embraced Morne Rouge, the 
southern spur of Mont Pelee, on which was 
the sanitarium of St. Pierre, dividing the 
Capote and Champs Doré valleys on the east 
and Ajoupa Bouillon and Marie Reine on the 
west, and the market gardens and cattle 
farms which supplied St. Pierre. 

The inhabitants were removed from this 
area, and also from the villages of Lorrain 
and Basse Pointe, at the base of Mont Pelee, 
after the May catastrophe, but they were 
sent back by the government last week. 

The gendarmery of Martinique officially re- 
port that 1,060 persons were killed and 150 
injured. 


Warships Take Refugees. 


Warships and steamers are taking the in- 
habitants from the coast villages, where 
people from inland places have also gathered 
for safety. 

Survivors who have reached Fort de 
France describe the eruption as being the 
most violent yet experienced. The detona- 
tions were heard at the island of St. Kitts.

Paris Supplies Funds. 


PARIS, Sept. 3.—The Martinique commis- 
sion met at the ministry of colonies today and 
decided that $100,000 should be immediately 
sent to Martinique for distribution among 
the sufferers from the last eruption there. 

The Martinique fund now amounts to over 
$1,700,000, of which $300,000 has already been 
distributed. This is in addition to the $100,- 
000 which was sent to the island immediately 
after the catastrophe of May and the sub- 
scriptions obtained in the United States and 
other countries, which were sent directly to 
Martinique. A sum of over $1,400,000 fs, con- 
sequently, still available for relief work,

Flames Carried to Carriage in Which

A bonfire, kindled by small boys, spread to

He began to suspect the 
validity of these and sent out inquiries. They 
were all returned with ** not found” stampea 
on them. 

In court yesterday Warren A. Drake, a 
hand writing expert, declared that all of the 
signatures on the ‘etters of credit were in 
the handwriting of either Knefel or Bell. 
The defendants denied any knowledge of the 
transactions other than the two purchases 
made by Bell and declared these would be 
-paid for in time.

Writer of “ The Hoosier Schoolmaster ey 
and Other Well Known Works Dies 
at His Home on the Shores of Lake 
George, New York—Was Born in In- 
diana and Frequently Visited His 

Native State, Where ‘He Always 
Maiutained a ‘House. 


New York... Sept. 3.—[Special.]—Edward 
Eggleston, the author, died at his home on 
Dunham's’ bay, Lake George, today. 


Edward Eggleston, clergyman, novelist, 
and historian, was born in Vevay, Ind., Dec. 
10, 1837. Mr. Eggleston entered the ministny

in 1857, traveling circuit in the southeastern 
part of his native state, and later in Minne- 
sota, his experiences of nearly a decade in 
this calling resulting at a later date in his 
novel, ‘*‘The Circuit Rider.”” Mr. Egglie- 
ston was a journalist during the years 1866- 
1872, being connected in diverse editorial 
capacities with several papers. 


Many Years a Pastor. 

In 1874-79 he was pastor of the Church of 
Christian Endeavor in Brooklyn, when ne re- 
tired: from the ministry to devote himself 
entirely: to literature. 

His first novel, ‘‘ The Hoosier Schoolmas- 
ter,’ had already appeared in 1871; “ The 
End of the World” in the following year, 
“The Mystery of Metropolisville”’ in 187%. 
and “* The Circuit Rider”’ in 1874. © The 
Faith Doctor’ appeared in 1891. With his 
school ** History of the United States and Its 
People,” his “ Household History,” and 
“ First Book of American History,'’ Mr. 
Eggleston entered upon the field in which his 
real services to his countrymen were to be 


rendered, 


Takes Up Historical Work. 

A few years later appeared ** The Begin- 
ners of a Nation,”’ the fifst volume of his 
History of Life in the United States.”’ The. 
second volume of his study was published 
a year after the first and dealt with * The 
Transit of Civilization from England to 
America in the Seventeenth Century.” 

Dr. Eggieston's home on Lake George was. 
built of three cottages joined together by 
covered ways, which made communica- 
tion easy even in Bad weather. He had 
collected an extensive-library of volumes 


literary work. ,

EDITOR SHOT IN HIS HOME 


ASSAILANTS, SAID TO FEAR A COM- 
ING ARTICLE, TRY MURDER. 


Thomas H. Williams Jr., President of 
the Califernia Jockey Club, and 
' Truxton Beale, a Young Lawyer, In- 
flict Four Pistol Wounds on Freder- 
ick Marriott, Proprietor of the San 
Franciseo News Letter, After Knock- 
ing Him Down with Brass Kuauckles. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 2.—[Special.]— 
Frederick Marriott, proprietor of the San 
Francisco News Letter, a weekly paper, was 
shot four times tonight by Thomas H. Will- 
iams Jr., president of the California Jockey 
club, and Truxton Beale, the young lawyer 
and descendant of the famous California 
pioneer. Marriott is badly wounded, but it 
is thought he will recover. He claims to 
know no reason for the shooting,.but it is 
thought to be an article which he had pre 
pared and threatened to publish. : 

Marriott told this story ofthe shooting: 

‘* Beale telephoned me this evening at din- 
ner thathe wanted to see me and would call 
after dinner. When the bell rang, about 8 
o'clock, I went to the door and Williams and 
Beale were there. They gave me their hats, 
and, as I turned to the hat rack, they hit me 
over the head with brass knuckles, knocking 
me to the floor. lran toward the stairs when 
both men opened fire with pistols. I was hit 
four times, and as [ gained the head of the 
stairg my wife ran out and Williams fired 
twice at her, but missed. He seemed insane 
with rage.” 

Marriott was struck in the legs three times. 
and once in the head, but none of the wounds 
is necessarily fatal. Willlams and Beale 
fled from the house. Beale left behind his 
costly Panama hat. They have not yet been 
arrested.

OVER 142,000 ASK 
FOR REFERENDUM 
When the Count Is Complete 


It Is Expected There Will 
Be 150,000 Names. 


PETITION FILED TODAY. 


Proposal to Submit Three Ques- 
tions to the Voters at the 
Coming Election. 


When the officials of the Referendum 
League of LUlinois stopped counting signa- 
tures to the referendum petition at 9:30 last 
night they reported 142,046 names. The total 
mumber required by law is 114,000, 10 per cent 
of the voters of the state. This morning the 
count will be renewed, taking up the names 
contained in the letters malled to the league 
Jast night. 

It is expected by those interested that sev- 
eral thousand more names will be added+o 
the list, and some predict that the total num- 
ber of signatures will reach 150,000, or 36,000 
dmore than are required by law. | 

Officers of the league and a number of oth- 
ers interested in the petition will start at 11 
o’clock this morning in a special par!or car 
over the Wabash road for Springfield, where 
the petition will be filed. Among those who 
will accompany the league officials will be 
Miss Margaret Haley of the Teachers’ fed- 
eration, 

While technically Friday is the last day on 
which the petition can be filed, it is de- 
cided, to be on the safe side and to avoid 
risks, to file the papers today, sixty-one days 
before the election. 


Purpose of Petition. 

The object of the petition is to have the 
following three questions submitted to the 
voters of the state at the regular election 
this fall: 

“Shall the next general assembly enact a 
statute by which the voters of the political 
Subdivisions of Illinois may be enabled to 
initiate desired local legislation by filing a 
petition therefor, signed by 8 per cent of the 
legal voters th said subdivisions; and to have 
referred to the voters any legislation enact- 
ed by the several local legislative bodies by 
the filing of a petition therefor of 5 per cent 
of the legal voters of any such political sub- 
division; the action of a majority of. those 
voting to decide in each case? 


For Referendum Legislation. 


“ Shall the next general assembly submit 
to the people of the stgte at the nex# state 
election a constitutional amendment provid- 


ple by means of the initiative and referen- 
dum, said amendment to provide for the ini- 
tiation of legislation upon a petition of 8 
per cent of the voters of the poltical divi- 
sions affected, and for the reference of leg- 
isiation upon a petition of 5 per cent of the 
voters of the political divisions affected, the 
action of the majority of the electors voting 
to be final, thus restoring to the people the 
power they once held but which they dele- 
gated to the general assembly by the con- 
stitution? 
“ Shall the next general assembly take the 
mecessary steps under article 5 of the con- 
stitution of the United States to bring about 


direct vote of the people?”

Reinsmen in the Country Will Guide 
Them and Racing Lack May Be the 
Principal Factor in Result.

Cc. K. G. Billings, accompanied by a num- 
ber of friends who are enthusiasts in the 
matter of harness racing, left last night for 
Cleveland, where the Chicago man will to- 
day drive his recently purchased trotter, 
The Monk, in the rate for the Boston Cha!- 
lenge cup, a trophy that has twice been won 
by the Cleveland stallion, John A. McKer- 
ron, whose owner hopes to secure it in per- 
petuity for the Cleveland club by achiev- 
ing a third victory tomorrow. 

Although there are other horses entered, 
the chances are the starting field will be re® 
duced to four—Lord Derby, The Monk, J. A. 
McKerron, and Mabel Onward, with Measrs. 
Smathers, Bil‘ings, Devereux, and Jones as 
drivers. Each horse is more or less of a celeb- 
rity among wagon performers, and each will 
be well driven, so that to the matter of racing 
luck the resuit of the race will in some meas- 
ure be attributable. On what the horses 
have done it is hard to see where any of the 
three first named has a decided advantage. 
It is true that Lord Derby 
Brighton Beach track in 2:056% and came 
back in 2:06%, and this performance is the 
best put up by any of the starters thus far. 
As a racehorse, when speed alone is consid- 
ered, most critics will agree that Lord Derby 
has the call, but it should not be forgotten 
that two weeks ago The Monk beat him at 
Boston in 2:06%, 2:00%, to suiky, and that 
the Billings horse came the last quarter of 
the final mile in 330 and fainiy outstepped 
Derby through the stretch. 

. After Mr. Billings purchased The Monk 
he went to Providence to drive the horse 
‘and stepped him two miles a shade better 
than 2:10, the last half of one heat bein 
done in 1:02%. The Monk is not a ha 
horse to drive and, as he is always on a 
trot, he is hard to beat in any company. Mr. 
Billings has shown on more than one occa- 
sion that he can “ team ’’ a trotter or pacer 
with the best of the amateurs, and has more 
than one world’s record to his credit, so that 
in the matter of reinsmanship The Monk 
will be well served. 

E. B. Smathers, who will sit behind Lord 
Derby, is a finished reinsman. 
drive Alice Barnes in 2:12 at Detroit when 
George Spear, the mare’s trainer, did not 
believe her capable of a mile better than 
2:14, and what he did with Lord Derby at 
Brighton—lowering the amateur wagon rec- 
ord for trotters to 2:06%, and aleo going the 
best two consecutive heats by a trotter 
under like conditions—showed that he is in 
the first rank of drivers. If the Cleveland 
‘track suits Derby and his racing luck is 
equal to that of the other starters he ought 
to win, but if the course is loose enough on 
top so that the dirt files from the horses’ 
hoofs, then Derby is more than likely to 
break, and no horse that does not go on a 
trot all the time can hope to win. 

John A. McKerron will be superbly driven, 
Mr. Devereux being a reinsman of such ad- 
mitted excellence that there is no question 
on that score, and the stallion is a high class 
horse, as his mile to wagon in 2:06% a year 
ago amply proves. His best move this year 
has been 2:08%, but he has been trained all 
season with no other end in view than the 
winning of the cup race tomorrow, and it is 
safe to say he has all the speed that made 
him the champion wagon trotter of 1901. 

Mabel Unward is to an extent an unknown 
Darly in the season she had speed 
enough to trot in 2:08, but a couple of smal! 
curbs interfered with her work, and outside 
of the stable it is not known how good she

Miners’ Demands Are Recited. 


The*report recites what efforts were made 
to secure a conference between the operators 
and the miners before the present strike was 
inaugurated and how they failed. :

“ The specific demands, as given to me in 
writing by Mr. John Mitchell, the president 
of the United Mine Workers of America, are 
as follows: 

“1. That there shall be an increase of 20 
per cent to the miners who are paid by the 
tons These men involve about 40 per cent 
of all the miners. 

“2, A reduction of 20 per cent in the time 
of per- diem employés.- The fmines are op- 
trated about 200 days per year, ten hours 
per day. This demand, if granted, would 
result in reducing the day to eight hours 
(20 per cent), so that the mines would be 
operated 240 days; hence an equivalent of 20 
per cent increase in pay, no increase in the 
rates of per diem employés being demanded. 

“3. That 2,240 pounds shall constitute the 
ton on which payment is based for all coal 


- mined where the miners are paid by weight. 


" Men Offer to Compromise. 

“ These demands being rejected, the miners 
subsequently offered to accept one-half—that 
is to say, 10. per cent increase in the pay 
per ton where mining is paid in that man- 
ner, and 10 per cent decrease in the work- 
ing day. They also offered to leave the 
whole matter to arbitration and investiga- 
tion and accept the result. :

BAER WILLNOTARBITRAYE 


PENNSYLVANIA SENATORS FAIL 
TO END STRIKE. — 


President of Reading Company Con- 
fers with Quay and Penrose, Then 
Tells Them Discussion of Differ- 
ences in Anthracite Field Is Useless 
and Treating with Miners Impossi- 
ble—Declares Workers Receive Fair 
Pay and Increase Would Mean Ruin. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ators Quay and Penrose have failed in their 


‘attempt to settle the anthracite strike. To- 


day they held a long conference with Presi- 
dent George F. Baer of the Reading com- 
pany, who answered them declaring arbi- 
tration with the striking miners is useless 
and impossible. 

After the conference President Baer gave 
out a lengthy statement, expanding on his 
reasons for réfusing to treat with the men 
and declaring that miners receive fair and 
just wages. 


Baer Gives His Answer. 
In his reply to the senators President 
Baer said, among other things: 

“I recognize that it is your right and your 
duty as senators, representing the great 
state of Pennsylvania, to do whatever can 
legitimately be done to end a strike that so 
seriously affects business and brings s0 
much suffering to the women and children 
of the coal regions. The newspapers’ story 
that I said ‘the strike was a private affair 
which did not concern the public’ is a reck- 
less fabrication. 

“ Now, what I have said, is that the man- 
agement.of business belongs to the own- 
ers. In the case of coal companies the law 
casts the management and control on the 
directors and officers whose responsibility is 
to their stockholders, to the state, and to 
the public. The'right of the stockholder is 
to have good management and a fair return’ 
on his investment. The obligation to the 
state is to conduct the business in strict 
conformity to the laws it has established. 
The duty to the public is, so far as practica- 
ble, to conduct the business so as to add 
to the common welfare. 


Says Arbitration Is Impossible. 

“The coal operators say that they can- 
not mine coal because the miners make de- 
mands which render it impossible to mine 
coal profitably, and that the state has enact- 
ed laws prohibiting the employmgnt of men 
in the mines unless they have worked two 
years in anthracite mines, and therefore 
they cannot for the time being mine coal. 3 

“How, then, under these circumstances 
can there be any violation of. public duty? 
If we yield to the extravagant demands of 
the miners we will lose money. If we ate 
tempt to Increase the price of coal we wi!l 
destroy the industries depending upon. an- 
thracite fuel. If we increase the price on 
the domestic sizes ,we will be called ‘robber 
barons,’ ‘ oppressors of the poor, *‘ monopo- 
lists,’ and *‘ enemies of mankind. 


Claims Wages Are Just. | 
“Ws ve concluded, therefore, that our

Weare figii ting the battle of freedom for 
the individual and his right to labor on his 
own terms ,

The guards and the law au- 
thorizing them are denounced, and when pri- 
vate citizens like Beddall are murdered the 
state authorities are denounced for sending 
troops to preserve the peace. Today that 
gallant soldier, Gen. Gobin, who fought 
with such distinction in dur civil war and 
than whom no juster man lives. is bitterly 
maligned for protecting the property and 
lives of Pennsylvania citizens.

Gives History of Discussion. 

President Baer devoted considerable space 
to the efforts at arbitration made by the 
Civic federation. He says that every phase 
of the situation was fully and fairly dis- 
cussed and that the coal companies offered to 
produce all books that would throw any 
light on the subject; showed them the bal- 
ance sheet of the different companies; point- 
ed out that the three anthracite coal carry- 
ing companies—the Reading, Lehigh Valley, 
and Erie—had not paid dividends on their 
stock for years; produced the records show- 
ing coal sales, and showed how 40 per cent 
of the anthracite coal is sold in the market 
below the cost of mining. 


Blames Bituminous Workers. 


The reply concludes as follows: ‘‘ You see, 
senators, we have discussed this whole sub- 
ject fully, and I have endeavored to show 
you that sound business management makes 
it impossible to increase wages. We know 
that the wages are fair and relatively high, 
and that if the leaders of the bituminous 
mineworkers had not, for selfish purposes, 
invaded the anthracite fields, our men’ would 
have continued to work peaceably and con- 
tentedly. 

‘‘T regret that no other solution can be 
found, but you will see how impossible it is 
to overlook the controlling business condi- 
tions already pointed out.” 


LAW MAY FORCE ARBITRATION. 


Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania Talks in 
Favor of a Statute to Prevent 
‘Disastrous Strikes. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 3.—Gov. W. A. Stone 
today declared that in his opinion a law could 
be drafted that would settie disputes 
arising be.ween labor and capital. Gov. 
Stone departed at 4:50 o’clock in the after- 
noon for Harrisburg after a sojourn of sey- 
eral days in Pittsburg. He declined to dis- 
cuss, politics and he was no more communi- 
éative wnen'asked to comment on the strike 
in the anthracite coal region. 

Regarding a possible solution of differences 
arising ‘between labor and capital, he said: 

“A law that would settle labor disputes 
between employer and employé must of 
necessity be a compulsory arbitration law, 
and the award must be final and conclusive. 
This law must be drafted for the protection 
of sucieity, and must not be drawn in the in- 
terest of employer or employé. 

“ An extra session of the legislature would 
cost the state less money than it is costing to 
maintain the militia in the anthracite region 
to prevent and suppress riots.”’ 

In these words Gov. W. A. Stone indicates 
his purpose to call an extra session of the 
Pennsylvania legislature and try to end the 
strike. 


Strikers Fire on Workers. 


Bramwell, W. Va., Sept. 3.—As the non- 
union miners were leaving the mines at Sim- 
mons Creek tonight a volley was fired at 
them by strikers hidden on. the mountain 
side. The guards returned the fire. So far 
as is known no one was injured. The offi- 
cials at Simmons Creek and other operations 
in the Flat Top fleld- have asked both county 
and state authorities for protection. 

More than half the men deputized in the 
last week or two by the sheriff as deputies 
refuse to act in that capacity. Itis said that 
wholesale prosecutions will result. Gov. 
White refuses to send any troops to this field. 
notwithstand'ng many appeals are made 


daily. 
Seeks Means to End Fight. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 3.—Delegates wil) 
assemble at Hazleton tomorrow represent- 
ing the public alliances formed throughout 
the region. it is pianned to see what sieps 
san be taken towards settling the present 
strike, and also to prevent strikes in the 
future by the passage of a compulsory arbi- 
tration act.

in Hayti The necessity for tak- 
Is Likely. ing action in the mat- 


ter has been discussed 
by President Roosevelt with some of his 
advisers, For some time past the conditions 
in Hayti have been such as seriously to dis- 
turb that island.. Revolutions, which have 
always beer frequent ever since the colored 
native population endeavored to govern the 


island, have of late grown more frequent, 
and the presence of American men-of-war 


has been required not only to protect Ameri- 
can interests but. also to see that other 
foreigners in the island were not personally 
ill treated or robbed of their property. 

Reports from the island make it piain that 
the people have no government in the or- 
dinary sense of the word, and that neither 
life nor property are safe. In fact, the 
conditions have grown so serious that un- 
less there is interference by a stronger power 
the island will become a plague spot in the 
Caribbean sea. 

It is well understood, of course, that no 

other nation than the United States could 


| undertake the work of 


restoring peace and Monroe Doctrine 


order in the island. 

The seizure of Hayti Keeps og 
by a European power Fowers 
wou be instantly 


regarded in Washington as a breach of the 
Monroe doctrine and would be resented. 
When interference becomes necessary it will 
be the United States that will lay its strong 
hand upon the island, and that such interfer- 
ence is only a matter of a short time is 
admitted by those with whom the president 
has discussed the matter. » 

The island of Hayti is really oceupied by 
two republics, Santo Domingo and Hayti. It 


and is the largest island in the West Indies, 
except Cubu. There is little civilization upon 


an almost barbarous state with voodoo wor- 
ship, and it is said by some travelers even the 
eating of human flesh. Its people are in con- 
stant wurfare, one president succeeding an- 
other as soon as the new aspirant can secure 
the necessary following and ammunition to 
make his position certain. 

Many years ago there was a large export 
trade frum the island, but this has dwindled 
down to almost nothing, while the purchases 
are confined to a small amount of linen and 
cotton goods. If it shuld become necessary 
to selze Hayti in order to put an end to the 
anarchy which is now said to exist in the 
republic and. thus insure peace and quiet in 
the West Indies, it is believed that favorable 
terms can be made with the republic of Santo 
Domingo, which shares the oecupation of the 
island, so that the entire country can pass 
into American possession. The whole subject 
has been but tentatively discussed, and noth- 
ing is likely to be done if the Haytians them- 
selves restore peace and order. If they do 
no, American intervention will occur. 

In order to prevent, or at least discourage

A recent case which was brought to the at- 
tention of the naval authorities was that of 
an apprentice who knowingly misrepresent- 
ed himself as being of the requisite age, and 
hired a man to represent his father and at- 
test that he was over 18 years of age. Sub- 
sequently he desired to get out of the navy, 
and habeas corpus proceedings were insti- 
tuted in a civil court for this purpose. Upon 
the return of the writ the court ordered his 
discharge upon the ground that it was un- 
lawful to retain a person in the service who 
was under the age prescribed by law.

_ Wages Conference on Friday. 
All the men employed by the Great Lakes 
company as captains and engineers shall be 
members of the Licensed Tugmen’s Pro- 
tective association. A joint conference for 
the purpose of regulating wages and other 
conditions to prevail during the season of 
1903 will be held néxt Friday. 

Thewagreement was signed by President 
Newman for the company and by Charlies 
McCarle, M. J. Burns. H. H. Vrooman, W. J. 
Robertson, D. J. Keefe, and H. C. Barter for 
the men, with Senator Hanna as witness. 

Rejoicing at Buffalo. 

Buffalo; N. Y., Sept. 3.—({Special.]—The 
news that the long tug strike had been set- 
tled today caused genera! rejoicing in marine 
circles here.

JUSTICE QUOTES WEBSTER 
IN PASSING ON LAW POINT. 


Holds That 8 O’Clock Is Not “Between” 
That Hour and 4 P. M., as Contem- 
plated by the State Statutes. 


Justice Miles Kehoe set the west side police 
court lawyers agog yesterday by his inter- 
pretation of the word ‘** between’”’ as found 
in the statutes, and the attorneys in a case 
before him have turned from their law books 
to ‘their dictionaries. 

The decision was made in a replevin suit, 
which originally had been commenced before 
a Maywood justice, the return on the sum- 
mons having been made at 8 a. m., an hour 
at which the defendant could not have 
reached the court unless he went to the 
suburb on the previous evening.

Centralia, Ill., Sept. 3.—[Special. }—Chicago 
capitalists have become interested in Cen- 
tralia to the extent of making a deal for the 
purchase of the local street railway and 
electric light, power, and gas companies, 
with view of consolidation. To promote ihe 
deal the city council last night voted exten- 
sions to two franchises covering these bus!i- 
nesses, to expire in both cases twenty years 
from date. This was an extension of eleven 
years to the street railway and nine years 
to the light company.

LABOR DEFENDS 


SCHOOL TEACHER 


Chicago Federation Demands 
That the Trustees Rein- 
state Prof.W.W. Speer. 


ATTACK ON BOOK TRUST. 


Inquiry Ordered as to Causes of 
Recent Dismissal of Miss 
Mary C. McGrath. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor fired a 
shot at the school management committce 
at the initial meeting of the board of educa- 
tion last evening, when it demanded the rein- 
etatement of Prof. W. W. Speer, former dis- 
trict superintendent, and declared that his 
dismissal was due to the influence of the 
American Book eompany. 

In a letter to the board, read at the meet- 
ing, President Lighthal!l asserted that the 
resolutions presented to the board on March 
5 last had been “ ignored and sidetracked,” 
and demanded in behalf of the federation 
that the matter be taken up and the resolu- 
tions acted on. 

The committee of the labor organization, 
which conducted an investigation of the 
work of Mr. Speer at the time of his dis- 
missal, expresses the belief that his retire- 
ment was due solely to the influence of the 
American Book company, owing to the fact 
that Prof. Speer advocated the use of a new 
get of text books, which, the committee as- 
gerts, would have meant the retirement of 
the books published by the “‘ trust.” 


Praises Speer’s Work. 

After praising the work carried on by Prof. 
Speer during his service as district super- 
intendent, the resolutions adopted by the 
Federation of Labor declared: 

** We emphatically protest against the dis- 
missa!l of Prof. Speer, and In the name of 
the working people of Chicago earnestly re- 
quest hig reinstatement, as we believe him 
to be the soul and inepiration of the en- 
lightened methods of educatign in our pub- 
lic schools—an opinion in which we are sus- 
tained by the leading educators of the coun- 
try—and the removal from his sphere of 
usefulness is a calamity to our school sys- 
tem and a step backward.” 

Trustee Thompson inquired as to the dis- 
position of the first set of resolutions, and 
was informed by Secretary Larsen that they 
had been referred to the schoo! management 
committee, and that a report on them had 
not been made. A motion made by Mr. 
Thompson, instructing the committee to act 
on the resolutions at its next meeting, was 
carried, 


To Investigate McGrath Case, 

Mr. Keating revived the controversy over 
the dismissal of Miss Mary C. McGrath, a 
teacher tn the Nash school, and secured an 
order for an investigation into the causes 
of her removel by the school management 
committee. / 

Miss McGrath was dropped without due 
examination,” declared Mr. Keating. “There 
is a nigger in the wood pile some place.” 

When Mise McGrath was dismissed she 
had served as a teacher in the schools for 
nineteen years and another year’s service 
would have entitled her to a pension. 

Mr. Keating also had passed an order to 
acquaint those attending the Normal school, 
and those contemplating attendance: there, 
that the number of graduates and under- 
graduates not already assigned to duty in 
the schools far exceeds the number that will 
be required for many years to come.

POISON VICTIM 


on Fate of Mrs. Moore; 
Also Mrs. Dubsky. 


SYSTEM SAID TO BE LAX. 


Charges by Coroner Traeger of careless- 
ness in the administration of the Presbyte- 
rian hospital and a decision to exhume the 


bodies of two of the women who died myste- 


riously in that hospital were the develop- 


ments yesterday growing out of the poison- 
ing disclosure. 


The bodies are to be exhumed to aid in the 


investigation of these deaths, which occurred 
in the hospital on Aug. 26. The husband of 
Mrs. Katherine Dubsky will ask Judge Chet- 
lain this morning for permission to take up 
the body of his wife, which is. buried in the 
Bohemian National cemetery in Irvmg Park, 
while Robert Moore, whose wife admittedly 
Was poisoned, is expected to come from 
- Renssalaer, Ind., to make preparations for 
the disinterment of his wife, who is buried 
in Hoopeston, Ii). 
Relatives of Mrs. Maria Stewart are hold- 
ing a conference with a view to presenting 


a@ similar request to the court for an examina- 
tion of her rémains. 


Accused by Coroner, Traeger. 
Coroner Traeger’s charge of careleasness 
is based on failure to report to him the deaths 
of Mrs. Moore and Mrs. Dubsky. The hos- 
pital authorities have confessed they were 
in doubt as to the cauee of death. 
“They should have refused to issue death 
certificates in each case,”” said the coroner. 
“ Then they should have reported the matter 
to my office immediately.”’ 


Hospital Side of It. 
The hospital authorities,.in reply, contend 
that there was nothing unusual in the inci- 
Gents attending the deaths of the three 
women. Dr. Francis M. Nesmith, superin- 
tendent of the institution, says that all medi- 
cines used in the hospital are prepared by 
competent registered pharmacists, who could 
not have made the mistake that the nurse, 
Miss Emily Etheridgé, declares occurred in 
the death of Mrs. Moore, to whom she admin- 
istered strychnine in deadly quantities. 
When asked why the death certificate for 
Mrs. Moore attributed her death to “ cardiac 
insufficiency "’ instead of strychnine poison- 
ing, Dr. Nesmith said: 
“ Because we could not tell the woman had 
been poisoned without making an autopsy. 
We wanted to do this, but her relatives 
As to the other 
Geatiis, the head nurse has -not yet found 
Whether Miss Etheridge administered medi- 
cine to either Mrs. Stewart or Mrs. Dubsky, 
who died the same night that Mrs. Moore ex- 
pired.

THE MORAL ISSUE OF THE DAY. 

' “ Moral issues are uncommon in the poli- 
tics of a democracy,” says William Allen 
White in his article in McClure’s Magazine 
for September on “Cuban Reciprocity.” 
The voter in a democracy, says Mr. White, 
usually is controlled by considerations of 
immediate self-interest when he casts his 
ballot, but whenever an evident mora! issue 
presents itself the American people vote 
overwhelmingly for it. Such an issue con- 
fronts them now in Cuban reciprocity. 

President McKinley made an explicit 
promise to the Cubans that he would use 
his influence to secure the reéstablishment 
of the reciprocal trade arrangements which 
existed under the McKinley tariff, which 
were of such signal benefit to Cuba while 
they lasted. Relying on that promise the 
Cuban constitutional convention accepted 
the Platt amendment. The advantages ac- 
cruing to the United States from that amend- 
ment are generally known. The sanitation 
of Cuba, guaranteed by it, means the pro- 
tection of the southern states from the 
ravages of yellow fever, which has often 
passed from the island to the main land. 
The authority to intervene in case of revolu- 
tion and insurrection in Cuba is 2 sufficient 
guarantee that the American capital] in- 
vested and to be invested in the island will be 
absolutely safe. 
The Platt amendment, as Mr. White puts 
it, is the “ value received” clause in the | 
American promissory note to Cuba. As 
gards President McKinley’s “ promise to 
pay,” Mr. White admits that he had no 
authority to sign the note. But if, “on 
the other hand, President McKinley nego- 
tiated for material benefits which all Afmeri- 
can people are enjoying today, the Ameri- 
ean people will be sneaks of the worst kind 
if they accept these benefits and quibble 
about the authority of their agent to make 
an agreementt”’ |

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| ING EDW\ARD’S action in conferring 
the Order of the Garter upon the shah 
renders stili more marked the fallure 
to accord this distinction to the sultan 
of Turkey, who during the twenty-six 
years that he has occupied the Ottoman 
throne has been waiting foritinvain. Near- 
ly every other reigning sovereign of Europe 
has the Garter, with the exception of the 
‘king of Servia and the princes of Montenegro 
and of The king. of Wtrtemberg 
was slated to receive it at the time of Queen 
Victoria's death, and if her intentions with 
regard to-him have not been carried out it is 
because of private differences betweemhim- 
self and King Edward dating from a time 
prier to the latter’s accession to the throne. 
But the king of Roumania, the king of Por- 
tugal, as well as the crown prince of the lat- 
ter country, the king of Greece, the young’ 
king of Spain, as well as the grand dukes of 
Hesse and Mecklenburg-Strelitz, all have it, 
so that the failure of the sultan to receive it 
is marked, the more so as all other Nuropean 
countries have conferred upon him their prin- 
cipal orders of knighthood. 

Abdu} Hamid recently gave King Edward . 
a hint about the matter by conferring high 
Turkish decorations upon Sir Frederick 
Treves and the other doctors who had at- 
tended the British monarch in his recent ili- 
ness as a reward for their services in restor- 
ing to health his ‘‘ good friend and brother, 
Edward VII.,” but the hint has not been 
taken, and it is exceedingly doubtful wheth- 
er the English sovereign, whois so thorough- 
ly. in touch with his people, will ever care to 
give the principal order of British knighthood 
to an oriental potentate who is denounced 
by the greater portion of the English speak- 
ing public by the title of *“* the Great Assas- 
sin,”’ applied to him by the late Mr. Glad 
stone. 

But it is extremely probable that a special 
mission will be shortly dispatched by King 
Edward to Japan, possib!y under Prince Ar- 
thur of Connaught, to convey the Garter to 
the mikado for the purpose of sealing the 
alliance recently concluded between Great 
Britain and the Land of the Rising Sun. 


Apropos of Japan, it may be of interest to 
mention a remark made by Lord Salisbury 
to the Marquis Ito during the latter’s visit

According to the 
Japanese statesman Lord Salisbury re- 
marked while they were discussing together 
the late Prince Bismarck that the latter had 
been guilty of one capital mistake in his 
career—namely: he had not known when to 
resign. According to Lord Salisbury, Bis- 
marck should have insisted on resigning on 
the death of old Emperor William, or at the 
latest at the close of the brief reign of Em- 
peror Frederick.

It seems that 
article 52 of the Swiss federa! constitution 
expressly forbids the foundation of new con- 
vents, monasteries, and religious orders or 
the reéstablishment of those which have been 
abolished. After careful consideration the 
federal council! of the republic has come to 
the conclusion that this article applies to the 
French religious orders and associations 
which have recently sought refuge in Switz- 
erland and accordingly they have been called 
upon to take their departure from Swiss ter- 
ritory within the space of ninety days. 

In view of the extraordinary number of for- 
eign anarchists of every kind that-find an 
asylum in Switzerland, and who are allowed 
by the federal government and cantonal au- 
thorities to make the Swiss territory the 
headquarters of their conspiractes for the 
murder of monarchs, presidents, and gov- 
ernment officials, for their war on society, 
and for their campaigns against everything 
in the nature of law and order, it dpes seem 
strange that the Helvetian republic shou:d 
show itself so inhospitabie to the sisters of 
charity and the religious orders seeking an 
asylum within its borders. : 


Gen. Weyler, the Spanish minister of war, 
seems to have developed'a wholesome regard 
for the power of the press since he was in 
Cuba, having learned to appreciate the part 
which American newspaperdom played in 
bringing about the loss of the Antilles to 
Spain. For when on the occasion of King 
A‘fonso’s visit to the San Cristobal fortress 
at Pampeluna the other day with the prince 
of the Asturias the commandant of the fort 
took upon himself to deny admittance to the 
journalists following, the royal party, Gen, 
Weyler berated the officer in question in the 
most vigorous manner for his“ inconceivabie 
stupidity.’’ and then proceeded to apologize 
most profusely to the newspaper men for the 
s'lly mistake which had been made. 


Everybody has heard about Sir Robert 

Hart, the inepector general of customs i 
China, one of the guardians of the imperia: 
throne and one of the grandest. dignitaries 
of the Chinese empire, holding, as he doés, 
the purse strings thereof. He has a counter- 
part in Persia, not yet quite so celebrated, 
who, nevertheless,*is becoming equally 
powerful, if pot more so, in the shah’s do- 
minions. He is a Beigian by the name of 
Naus, who from a subordinate position in. 
the Belgian customs service has within the 
short space of five years raised himself to the 
position of inspector general and chief of 
customs in Persia. He was first assigned to 
cullfecting duties. at Tabriz. in connection 
with the attempt to do away with the per- 
niclous practice of farming out the customs, 
and within the short space of twelve months 
hud doubled the revenue of the government 
from that source. So @elighted was the shah 
that M. Naus was speed!.y placed in contro! 
of the entire collection of customs of the 
empire, with the result that the King of Kings 
now finds himself in receipt of an income 
several times larger than before. 

M. Naus, who is a large, powerful man of . 
the fair Fiemish type, with a big head on his 
broad shoulders, a strong, not to say crue!, 
jaw, a sharp, incisive utterance, and most 
imperious manner, differs from Sir Robert 
Hart in that whereas the latter endeavors 
to hold aloof from po-itics and to confine him- 
self to mere fisca! administration, Naus has 
no such disinciination, and is becoming a po- 
‘'tieal factor of the utmost importance, since 
the customs constitute the only availabie 
security for the raising of foreign loans and 
no foreign concessions can be obtained ex- 
cept through him. I may add that he favors 
Russian instead of English interests, as is 
natura: in a Belgian.- 


PAUPERS TO WORK ON FARM. 


Kenosha Town Council Plans to Make 
Itz Poorhouse a Self-Support- 
ing Institution. 


A translation by Mr. Bernard Miall of M.

GOSSIP OF THE WRITERS. 

Last winter, while Will N. Harben was 
writing ‘‘Abner Daniel’’, (Harpers), he 
often met Frank R. Stockton at the Authors’ 
club. One. afternoon Harben told Mr. 
Stoekton of his new book, and added that he 
had been tryi@g to get up his courage to ask 
to be allowed to send it to him when it was 
published. Stockton assured Mr, Harben. 
that he would be glad to see it, but just then 
another novelist sauntered across the room 
and said: 

“* Frank, D— has just sent me a copy of 
his last book and wants me toreviewit. I 
suppose you are often bored with similar re- 
quests?”’ 

It was an awkward moment for Stockton 
and Harben, but the former was equal to the 
emergency. 

he said, carelessly, “it is hard 
to write reviews of books. for friends 
when one is busy writing novels, but 1 do 
certainly like to read books written by men 
I Know.” 

The conversation took a turn, and Harben 
walked away. He thought the matter had 
passed out of the mind of the genia! humor- 
ist. but a few minutes later Stockton came 
him and said: 

“T don't want you to forget to Send me 
‘that *book. I am greatly interested in it.” 
But Mr. Stockton never lived to receive the 
promised ‘first copy.” He died while Mr. 
Harben was reading the proofs of the novel. 

‘“\WWell,” ‘said a northern business man, 
laving down ‘‘ The Siege of Lady Resolute,” 
by Harris Dickson, and drawing a long 
breath of relief after the tension of interest 
excited by the story, ‘“ no_one but a south- 
ern man-could have written that book! 
No cold blooded, matter of fact, mercantile 
man: who sits at a desk and earns his liv- 
ing could think up such thrilling incidents 
or imagine such intoxicating romance. It 
takes one of those southern fellows, who 
rides to hounds and carries a gun for his 
political opponents, and engages in neigh- 
borhood feuds and knows a lot about horse 
racing and mixing juleps and making love-- 
a thoroughbred southerner, in fact—to write 
a book like that!’ As it happens, however. 
Mr. Dickson is a most prosaically hard 
working lawyer, who achieves his romances, 
for’ the most part, in the night hours, toil- 
ing as laboriously over them as, in the 
daytime, he toils over knotty cases at law. 
He lHves in a@ beautiful old southern manor 
house, and is one of the best known of the 
younger men in the south, fond of sport, and 
a great favorite wherever he goes. He takes 
his writing simply as the recreation of u 
busy lawyer, but he works slavishly at it, 
and the time is bound to come when he will 
have to choose between law and romance. 

Miss Onoto Watanna’s novel, “ A Japanese 
Nightingale.” was written rapidly, as are 
all her stories. When once a story is formu- 
lated in her mind she writes with great ease. 
finishing page after. page without ef- 
fort.

“We have to sleep under blankets here 
in Chievago,” said a commission man, “ ad- 
vancing the weather argument for the corn 
bulls In a new form, and I don't believe that 
meagns good weather for maturing the crop 
in the corn beit.’’

COURT RULES FOR GATES. 


FEDERAL JUDGE ASSUMES JURIS- 


DICTION IN COLORADO FIGHT. 


Dispute Over Control of Fuel and Iron 
Company Will Now Be Heard by 
Higher Tribunal—New York Stock 
Book Can Be Presented in Evidence 
to Substantiate Claims as to Proxies 
—Election Asked on Basis of Com- 
monly Accepted Holdings. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 3.—The United States 
Circuit court today assumed jurisdiction 


| in the suit of George E. Bartlett for an in- 


junction to restrain the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company from holding its annual elec- 
tion of officers. 

The suit was brought in the District court 
of this state. and Judge Mullins granted an 
ex parte injunction, causing an indefinite 
postponement of the election, which was to 
have been held in this city Aug. 20. 

Attorneys for John W. Gates and his asso- 
ciliates, who are seeking to gain control of the 
company, petitioned the federal court to as- 
sume jurisdiction in the case, and the appli- 
cation was today granted by Judge H. Cc. 
Caldwell. 


Ask for Meeting to Be Called. . 

The Gates faction also filed a cross bill in 
the Bartlett suit, asking that a meeting of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company be 
called by order of the court, to be held within 
forty days of the making of such order, and 
that a list of stockholders as they appear on 
the New York books be used to determine 
who has the right to vote at such meetings. 

The controversy which the Gates faction, 
as it is known, as opposed to the Osgood fac- 
tion, has succeeded in bringing before the 
federal court started Aug. 20, when John W. 
Gates, John J. Mitchell, and others came to 
Denver to reorganize the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company. The Gates people claimed 
that they held either directly or by proxy 
191,609 shares of a total of 259,178, all of 
which it was their purpose to bs et for reor- 
ganization. 


Osgood Faction Controlled. 

The Osgood faction was in contro! and 
the directeors had amended the bylaws so 
that Mr. Osgood was in a position to rule 
absolutely what votes should be counted and 
what votes should be rejected. Mr. Osgood 
was likewise in possession of the stock book, 


which was kept in such form as to exclude all 


the Gates holdings. 

Realizing that they would be crowded out 
if they attempted to vote, the Gates people 
asked for an injunction in the federal evurt. 
The Osgood faction represented that all legal 
votes would be accepted, and the federal 
court held that this was all that could be 
asked, and refused the order. 


Circuit Court Issues Order. 


The meeting was about to be held and the | 


Gates people were prepared to fight it out as 
best they could, when.George F. Bartlett, 
a stockholder, obtained an injunction in the 
Circuit court forbidding the election. 

This still kept the jurisdiction in Colorado 
and barred all recognition of the proxies 


' based on the New York stock register. In 


order to clearly establish their right to vote 
the Gates faction applied to the federal 
court and secured the ruling rendered to- 
day, which will make it possible to present 
in evidence the proxies given outside of 
Colorado. | 

Gates Says He Needs Rest. 

New York, Sept. 3.—[Special.J—John W. 
Gates sailed for Europe today on board the 
White Star liner Majestic. He tried to keep 
his departure a secret, and he had instructed 
Purser Brandt to keep his name off the pas- 


senger list. 


Mr. Gates said that he was going abroad 
for a rest and that he would be away about 
six weeks, and that most of the time he 
would spend in shooting in Scotland. 

“T am not going to be interviewed,” he 
said. “The papers have roasted me too 
much, a:though I don't care.” 

** How about Colorado Fuel and Iron”?” 

‘* My son of Harris, Gates & Co. and Law- 
yer Hornbiower sent out a statement to the 
stockholders last night, which they wiil prob- 
abiy let you have if you go to either of their 
offices.’’ 

It was learned from one of Mr. Gates’ 
friends that he is not at all well and desires 
to get absolute rest. He has been troubied 
with carbuncies and has been in other ways 
out of condition.

Cattle. 


The receipts of 18,000 cattle were more 
than ample for all demands yesterday, 
though the choice grades were scarce and 
found a ready outlet. The total supply 
included about 7,000 western, and after the 
heavy break in prices on westerns on Tues- 
day there was no show for improvement 
in the market for either rangers or the 
grades of natives that have to compete 
with them. Strictly prime @orn fed native 
steers were scarce, and the demand was 
strong enough to hold the market. steady. 
There were no really prime natives here, 
such as brought $9.00 last week, the best 
here selling at $8.85. The medium grade 
natives were slow sale and sellers were 
compelled to take 10c to l5c less than 
Monday's prices. There was nothing like 
a free outlet, even at the decline. Supplies 
of butcher stock were quite large yesterday, 
and after a declining market on Monday 
and Tuesday the market was slow with 
prices around 20c to 30c under closing quo- 
tations of last week. Calves were about 
steady on small supply.

The hog market opened up unsatisfactory. 
Receipts were estimated at 23,000, and all 
buying interests were bearish from the start, 
with bidding 10c to 15c under the late quota- 
tions of Tuesday. As a rule the offerings 
were not better than common to fair, though 
a few prime lots were seen, and the propor- 
tion of, lightweights was larger than it has 
been for some time. Extreme heavyweight 
was unpopular, regardless of quality, and 
packers weighing 250 pounds and over were 
the hardest things to sell on the market, the 
packers wanting medium and lightweights 
and only taking the heavies at their own 
prices. Ordinary to good grades of mixed 
packing sold mostly at a range of $7.25@7.40, 
with common soft stuff down to $7.00. A 
few good heavy hogs were on sale, and the 
best sold at $7.85. Good light bacon weights 
were fair sellers at around $7.60, and fancy 
175 lb weights at $7.

The whole sheep trade was lower and un- 


satisfactory. Native lambs, witha few ex- 


ceptions, were 15@25c lower, with a top of 
$6.00, Range lambs sold up to $5.25, but a 
severe sort was necessary to get that price 
and values were generally 10c lower. The 
close of the sheep trade was far weaker than 
the opening, and it was a slow, lifeless mar- 
ket all the way through. Some range sheep 
sold at steady prices, but the bulk had to go 
at lower values than were obtainable on 
Tuesday. The only lively spot in the market 


was the feeder trade. Both sheep and lambs 


suited to that trade were in demand. There 
was a marked deficiency in quality both in 
natives and westerns. Some Utah wethers 
brought $3.85, ewes $3.50, and lambs $5.20.

Striking bakers in the Ghetto started a riot 
yesterday when an attempt was made to de- 
liver flour to the bakeries. A wagon from 
H. Popper & Co., four merchants at 74 West 
Lake street, was stopped by a mob near the 
bakery of A. Kaufman, 581 Jefferson street, 
and the teamster was besought to turn back. 

L. Wittenberg, another baker at Canal and 
Liberty streets, turned in a riot call, anda 
number of policemen were sent to the spot 
from the Maxwell street station. The team- 
ster went to the telephone and called up the 
headquarters of the truck teamsters, and 
Business Agent Hugh McGee went to his 
assistance. The wagon finally delivered its 


Joad. 


‘The bakers are out at Kaufman's, and also 
at B. Counselman’s 176 Maxwell street. 
They claim the Yiddish custom is to work 
them from fourteen to twenty-two hours.a 
Gay, and they have struck for a ten hour 
schedule. They held a meeting during the 
afternoon at Porge’s hall, Maxwell and Jef- 
ferson streets, and denounced their employ- 
ers. They are all members of the union, and 
say they are bound to bring about union con- 
ditions in the Ghetto. 

The principal work of the bakers is the 
making of the huge round loaves of rye 
bread on sale in every shop in the district. 
The baking is done in scores of places, and 
during the afternoon the proprietors of the 
shops where the strike is on made prepara- 
tions to do the work themselves. 


Street.Car Men at Peace. 


Peace prevails among the street car men 
in the city, and as there is no sign of a strike 
on any of the lines the officers of the national 
organization left the city last evening. Pres-

at Detroit and Organizer Clarence O. Pratt 
went to Cleveland.

Was to attend a meeting between President 
John M. Roach of the Union Traction com- 
pany and the officers of the north and west 
side unions yesterday morning. The men 
gave Mr. Roach a brief of their grievances 
and told him they had selected Clarence 

rrow as their arbitrator. 

Mr. Roach said he would take up the mat- 
ter with the directors of the Union and Con- 
solidatead companies this morning at 10 
o'clock, and might notify them of the de- 
cision at the meeting of the union tonight. 
They will know what conditions the com- 
pany wants and the name of its arbitrator 
by tomorrow, at any rate. The two arbitra- 
tors will then select the third member of the

‘I'he ob- 
ject of these amendments will be to increase 
the safeguards for the,expenditure of money 
in these funds and provide for increasing the 
revenue. * Committees com ed of seven 
men will be appointed from each department 
who wiil be asked to make suggestions re- 
garding the proposed amendments. 

Twenty-six men on the police pension roll 
were examined during the day by the medical 
board. It was reported in the city hall that 
the result so far indicates that the pension 
list will be reduced by a considerable num- 
ber when the final reports are made out. A 
number of veterans of the Haymarket riot 
were among those examined.
